RED CLOVER 
VIRGINIA 


Is still the leading Clover, especially where crops 
are rotated. It matures so early that it may be follow- 
ed by a second crop such as additional hay, late pas- 
ture, or a cash crop from seed for which there is us- 
ually a ready demand. Ask for Virginia grown seed. 


MAMMOTH CLOVER 


Widely used for seeding with timothy and then cut 
as hay. Maturing later than Red Clover, it ripens more 
uniformily with timothy. 


KENLAND CLOVER 


Certified Blue Tag 


Kenland developed some years ago as a superior 
strain of clover, The demand for Kenland is on the 
increase. Plants are more healthy and vigorous, also 
more resistant to disease, consequently it generally 
produces a greater yield and in the final analysis yield 
is most important. 


SWEET CLOVER 


One of the best crops to improve the soil. It will 
grow in almost any kind of ground, but best results 
come when the land is amply limed and the seed in- 
oculated. When sown in the spring a nurse crop shoud 
be used. to keep down weeds. Small grains such as 
oats or fall sown grains are good for this purpose. Sow 
15 to 20 lbs. of sacrified or hulled seed per acre in 
late February, March and April. Usually either White 
or Yellow Blossom is available. Yellow is somewhat 
smaller and about ten days earlier than the white. 


WHITE DUTCH CLOVER 


For lawns and pastures. Produces a low, compact 
growth, covering the ground like a carpet, but is more 
satisfactory when in mixtures with other grasses. Sow 
in spring or fall, 8 to 10 lbs. per acre if planted alone. 


ALSIKE CLOVER 


A very hardy Clover that is growing more popular 
in recent years because it frequently takes hold where 
other Clovers fail, especially in low, wet soil or high 
gravel ground, It provides desirable hay, and is excel- 
lent for improving the soil. Sow 3 lbs. to the acre, or 
2 to 3 Ibs. in mixtures, 


LADINO CLOVER 


Ladino is now so well established that it has assum- 
ed a permanent role in pasture mixtures. It is some- 
times seeded alone, but usually with other grasses, no- 
tably orchard grass and/or Kentucky 31 Fescue. Sow 
1 to 2 lbs. per acre. 


LESPEDEZA 


“KOREAN” lespedeza is a great hay. and pasture le- 


gume. Grows on poor soils, or land too sour for 
clovers. Good soil enricher. An annual, killed by 
frost. Often reseeds itself. Drought resister. Sow 20 


to 25 lbs, per acre. “‘SERICEA”’ lasts several seasons. 

Somewhat resembles alfalfa, but hay is more 
woody. Inoculate.

Sow 15 to 25 ibs. to the acre in .Jarch or April 


Well-drained loam or clay svil, with no 
hardpan underneath, will yzrow Alfalfa 
when properly prepared. Lime should be 
applied to soil that is too acid. Two to five 
tons of ground limestone per acre is recom- 
mended, half of this quantity of burnt lime 
after plowing. A firm seedbed is essential 
for a good stand of Alfalfa, and the soil 
should, therefore, be prepared well ahead 
of planting time. Harrow the land frequent- 
ly to destroy all weeds. 


Alfalfa needs fertilizer rich in phosphoric 
acid and potash. When seeding apply 600 to 
800 lbs. or more of 0-14-6 fertilizer per 
acre, increasing the amount of potash on 
sandy soil. Top-dress established plantings 
each spring with 300 to 400 lbs. of 0-12-12 
fertilizer per acre. Best results come from 
having the soil tested and adding the ele- 
ments needed. 


ATLANTIC ALFALFA

Atlantic Alfalfa is a high-yielding, fast 
recovering variety selected by the New Jer- 
sey Agriculture Experiment Station. In 
many characteristics, Atlantic is similar to 
Grimm, and is classified as a variegated al- 
falfa.

MR-232 Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 


“Weeds often infest and ruin 
the appearance of an otherwise 
fine lawn. Herbicides can help 
eliminate the weeds. The use of 
weed killers should be consid- 
ered as a supplement to, not a 
replacement for, good  culturai 
practices. Following are practices 
that aid in developing a good 
turf cover, which in turn will 
leave little room for weed deyvel- 
opment. 


1. Fall or early spring appti- 
cations of the proper fertilizer 
and lime treatments are recom- 
mended to produce vigorous 
growth of the turf grasses. 


2. Encourage the growth of a eel ine 
good turf cover by adhering to a 
minimum cut of 14% inch on the 
Kentucky Blue Grass type of 
lawn. Adherence to these require- 
ments may not keep a lawn free 
of weeds, but seldom will a lawn 
be ruined by a serious infesta- 
tion of weeds. 


3. Use periodic watering, suf- 
ficient to penetrate 4 to 5 inches 
into the soil, rather than fre- 
guent light  sprinklings. Oniy 
wetting the surface of the lawn 
encourages crabgrass and other 
weeds, whereas deep penetration 
is necessary to aid the desirable 
grasses. 


Perfect maintenance is seldom 
achieved on all lawns in a neigh- 
borhood, and weeds may spread 
from lawn to lawn. It is often 
necessary to seek the aid of her- 
bicides to help control weeds. 
The weed problem will dictate 
what chemical is necessary to 
aid in the particular situation.”

For a good thick turf during early Spring and Summer sow Kentucky Blue Grass Seed in late Feb- 
ruary and March on thin and bare spots. No need of working seed into ground—just broadcast seed 
at the rate of two to three pounds per 1,000 square feet. Also distribute 20 to 30 pounds of Vigoro 
per 1,000 square feet. Do not over-look the use of weed killers for weed free lawns.
